But aside from mother, every 
household has its favorite, and 
in father's it was my youngest 


sister, Jennie. She was all 
father had to depend upon after 
mother's death, and when his 
hopes blighted like the fibres of 
a torn vine, they were clinging 
to sister Jennie. On May 4th, 
after but four hours of sickness, 
her young, beautiful form was 
pulseless. Her age was 16 years, 
2 months and 24 days. She was 
an exceeding bright girl. We 
were taking a great interest 
in her education, but just as the 
sun of womanhood was arising 
in all its glory of promise, ebe 
passed from us. Her disease 
was one form o' blood-poieou. 
Mother died of pneumonia. I 
am the oldest of my father's 
family, but turned in my Slut 
year, yet three children and 
mother — just one half of our 
number, bave passed over into 
the unfat homed beyond, and we 
are "only waiting till the shadows 
are a little longer grown." 

May 19th the stern death-angel 
again visited father's home aud 
took our good old grandmother 
Bethsheba Starr, consort ot old 
Eld. Muses Starr, deceased. She 
was 77 years, 8 mo, and 9 days 
old. Kipe with years aud also 
with Christian experience. She 
was tor many years a consistent 
member of the Baptist Church, 
lier husband, grandfather Starr, 
had preceded her to his home 
beyond the confines of time about 
27 years.
